Statistics’ ‘abpearitik in official ‘Guveche ernment Riots do not, as a fais, ‘mak 
very interesting reading. They are, however, frequently most ingtructive, 
~ Dut because they constitute what is termed “dry” reading, few people take the 
trouble to study them, and the lessons conveyed are, therefore, largely lost 
to the public. The compilation of. these statistics and their publication cost 
a lot of money. Even if people generally do not read and study the facts and 
figures presented, the money is not lost nor wasted because such information 
forms the basis upon which Governments and other public bodies formulate 
policies and act. 


A few days ago the annual report of the dirdctor of vital” statistics for the 
Province of Saskatchewan for the year 1921 was made public, and, inasmuch 
as conditions in the three Prairie Provinces are not materially different; the 
information therein set forth, and the conclusions to be drawn therefrom, 
niay be considered as applicable in large measure’ to all these Provinces. 


According to this report, 6,170 deaths o¢curerd during the year, or 463 

‘less than in the preceding year, a most gratifying fact. But there are other 
facts noted in connection with this mortality record which are not gratifying; 
nor to the credit of the people of an enlightened country. For instance, over 

- one-third of all deaths were of infants under one year of age, Yet it is safe 
to say that, if propr pre-natal care had been taken, and reasonable care taken 
following birth, the vast majority of these little ones could have been saved. 


‘This report discloses: the fact that 311 persons died of tuberculosis. This 
‘figure, however, was less than one-half that of 1920:when 691 deaths from 
tuberculosis were reported. Here, then, is another most gratifying fact. It 
proves that the persistent campaign ee waged against the White Plague 
is having the desired effect, and it would seem to establish the truth of the 
statement that it is posstble to stamp out his dread disease, just as yellow 
fever and smallpox have practically been removed from the list of diseases | 
which scourge the human race. 


Another feature of the report is not so encouraging. It records an, in- 
crease of fifty per cent: in the number of deaths from cancer, The fact is } 
also noted that the death list from cancer is steadily vising, the rate being 
aeunle, in every 100,000 Population in 1914 but 39.3 in mate ws or more.than |

-In-1920;. which is—oertainly good news... But before Saskatchewan boasts. o 
this record, it should give earnest consideration to the further statement in 
the report that the number of deaths from scarlet fever and diphtheria was 
much higher than in the preceding year, and that the estimated loss to the 
Proyince from deaths through communicable diseases totalled no less-a sum 
than one’ and three-quarter millions'of dollars. Yet we find people, including | 
legislators and municipal councillors, criticizing and opposing grants for pub- 
lic health work and ‘prevention services, municipal hospitals and municipal 
nursing services. 


: People complain bitterly of the losses sustained by the West»through 
‘high freight rates,, customs tariffs, and inadequate grain marketing methods, 
yet they view with apparent indifference and little concern an annual loss of 

' anillions of dollars, and thousands of precious lives, which loss could largely 
be overcome through the exercise of proper preventive measures and care. 


Some attention has been given in this column ‘during recent weekg to the 

’ {Important subject of immigration and Canada’s need for a larger population. 
That series of articles was introduced by an argument for the creation of 
conditions. which would enable people already in the country to make a suc- 

- eess of their farming activities; and thereby retain population we now. have, 
because it surely is realized that our own people are preferable to incoming’ 
and untried-immigrants. It js éven more important that, to the full extent 
of our power, we should ‘create conditions: which will save to Canada the 
chilaren born in this country—our native born. 


“¥et Saskatchewan alone lost through death in. A921. no less than 2,413 
‘ ehildren under the age of one year, and of this number over 1,200 died within 
one week of birth. .That’is to say, one out of every five deaths in Saskatche- 
wan ig a baby less than seven days’old. Neither an all wise Providence nor 
nature intended that such things should be; and such figures should impress 
- the people of the West with the imperative necessity of re-doubling their 
efforts during this new year to prevent disease, and thereby not only save 
life but mitigate much of the suffering in the world, the bulk of which is 
directly caused through disease.

Sree "Things in Nature 


The ‘Struggle for Existence in the 
Plant World ; 


In the Minnesota Horticulturist is 
this note by Mr. J. W. Taylor: 

“The struggle for existence and re- 
production in the vegetable and floral 
world is wonderful. As an instance 
of this which may be of interest is the 
reproduction. of the tiger lily bulb 
from the seed or minute bulblet found 
on the’ stalk at the junction. of the 
leaves. Ihave a‘bunch of these lilies 
about six feet from a rockery. Three 
years ago some seeds from this group 
were blown on to this rockery and 
took root among the rocks and worked 
themselves into the ground to a depth’ 
of several. inches, forming full-sized 
bulbs from which we had blooms this 
year. “It would seem to be impossible 
for these Hitle bulblets to work their 
way to such a depth. The first year 
‘the seeds sent a small root into the 
ground, the bulblet being still on top 
of the earth; gradually before winter 
it disappeared. How do. they find 
their Way down? Are they pulled by 
the roots? I would like to know how 
they get to the required depth to form 
the largé bulb, “Will someone. an- 
swer ” :

Interesting Find In Nebraska - 


Prehistoric Bones of Rodents and 
Reptiles Are Unearthed 

Fragmentary. evidence of . unclassi- 
fied prehistoric rodents and reptiles 
has been found by Albert Thompson, 
paleontologist, in the ranchlands of 
Nebraska, where in former years re- 
search workers have uncovered the re- 
mains of mastodons, rhinoceroses, 
giant camels, alligators, dwarf horses 
and other queer beasts. 

The bones of the strange animals 
were uncovered on a ranch in Sioux 
County while Mr. Thompson, who is a 
member of the paleonotological re; 
search staff of the American Museum 
of Natural History, was searching for 
skeletons of three;toed dwarf horses. 

Mr. Thompson began the study of 
paleontology while employed as a

SECTION 85A—Subject ‘te the ‘ap- 
proval of the Minister, “any School 
Board may by resolution fix a mini- 
mum tax to be paid by’ any person
